Pollution of fresh water 
i>\ salt .was confirmed by 
the U.S. Geological Survey 
immediately after World 
War II. Since then, under­ 
ground supplies have been 
dirnishing at an ever in­ 
creasing rate. If the South 
Hay water supply is to be 
saved, formation of the 
Central and West Basin Re­ 
plenishment District is the 
answer.

This week proponents of 
the group were told by Har­ 
vey O. Banks, state director 
of water resources, that our 
Nov. 17 election and a state­ 
wide ballot Nov. 8 on the

Feather River Project aroj 
two sides of the'same coin.

To all who benefit from 
water in this basin, he said, 
creation of the district is 
"nothing less than a propo­ 
sition of economic self-pres­ 
ervation."

He pointed out that sur­ 
face storage of w a t e r re­ 
serves requires a huge out 
lay of money and noted that 
the underground, natural 
storage basin is the logical 
place to preserve precious 
water.

A population of 2,500.000 
can go to the polls in a 400- 
square-mile area and change 
the course of their shrink­

ing water by replacing it.
Petitions for the ballot 

were signed last May by 
147,000 persons.

The Metropolitan Water 
District has agreed to pro­ 
vide a flow necessary for 
replenishment and fresh-wa­ 
ter barriers. The Flood Con­ 
trol District has agreed to

receive the supply and re­ 
charge the ground-water ba­ 
sins.

Implementation of the 
program is in the hands of 
the public.

Barker is being opposed 
in the election by JacV 
Belasco, mayor of Hermosi 

! Beach.
